Practically speaking, the military 
clauses will have political results 
because France’s Syrian manadate 
definitely comes to an end whether 
Vichy has admitted itin writing or 
not, The fact that the military con. 
ditions of the armistice were honor- 
able was ‘credited to the stubborn 
resistance ot General Dentz. All 
Vichy troops were given honors of 
war and will be repatristed on French 
convoys it they’so desire. * 

What will be the eventual results 
of the Franco British Syrian agree- 
ment remains a mystery, insofar a» 
relations between the two nations 
are concerned, Neither Vichy nor 
London will teel inclined to be more 
tender towards each other because 
of it. That much is certain, For 
many Frenchmen, S)ria may replace 
Fashoda as asvmbol. Fashoda, a 
town in the Sudan on the White Nile 
was occupied by a French expedition 
in July 1898 but surrendered to the 
British in November of the same 
y ear, 

Apart from these considerations, 
the Syrian war has had far less trae 
gic results than might at first’ been 
auticipated. Britain was clever 
euough to localize the conflict. 

France was clever enough to 
refuse German and Italian aid 
which would have enlarged the con- 
flict and added fuel to the fire of 
dissidence,

Wheat Board Regulations 


Under the Canadian Wheat 
Board Regulations covering the 
crop year 1941-42. every producer 
who makes delivery of or sells 
wheat to any party, or takes it to a 
mill to be gristed, must have a per 
mit and all such deliveries must be 
entered in the permit book, and be 
within his established quota at the 
delivery point. 

As no purchases or deliveries of 
wheat may be made until authority 
is received .by.the Board, applica- 
tions should be made as soon as 
possible 

Get Permit Books Now 


The issue of permit books is pro 
ceeding very slowly. In tact, unless 
producers make some effort to get 
this done right away they will cause 
a jam in the Board’s offices -- and 
that will certainly cause delay. 
There will be a flood of applications 
all at once and many farmers will 
be kept waiting for the permit to 
deliver their grain. All producers 
who have not their new permits 
yet, should see their elevator agent 
on their next trip to town.

Appeals to the Canadian peeple 
to unitein an eftort to ensure a!)

made iu an address by E. E Suu- 
bry, director of trade for the British 
Petroleum Board. QOtber speakers 
were Munitions Minister Howe and

troller, at a dinner given by Mr. 
Howe in Mr. Soubry’s honor. 

Mr. Cottrelle urged Canadians tu: 
leave their cars iu the garage four 
days a week and tc take no long 
trips. “I appeal to you as fellow 
Canadiaus to rise to the occasion 
and not ask for regimentation”, 
Mr, Cottrelle said. 

Mr. Soubry said he had come to 
America ‘ for oil and the tankers to 
brinz it home.”

NOTICE TO 
MILITARY TRAINEES 


Officials of the National War 
Services Uepartment report grati- 
fying and ready response from 
young Canadians being called for 
military training under the 
National Resources Mobilization 
Act. 

They state, however, that while 
each man received a mailed indi- 
vidual and personal notice of his 
call to training, as his period 
arrives, a number of enquiries are 
still being sent direct to Ottawa. 
Major-General LaF leche, Associ 
ate Deputy of the Department of 
National War Services, under 
whose direction the mobilizing of 
trainees is being carried out, 
points out that the Regulations 
have been planned to smooth out 
possible difficulties for the trainee 
bv dividing Canada into thirteen 
Administrative Divisions, with 
officials and headquarters offices 
in each Division, authorized to 
handle procedure and operations 
locally. 

To the Divisional Registrar of 
National. War Services in the area 
in which they are registered should 
be forwarded all communications 
concerning business arising from 
the provisionsof National War 
Services Regulations, All men 
from 19 to 45 are warned that 
notification must also be given 
promptly of change of address or 
marital status, Failure to do so 
incurs the risk of fine or imprison- 
ment. 

Young men in this area, liable 
for military training, requiiing 
further information regarding ob 
ligations or applications for post- 
ponement should communicate 
with the Divisional Registrar for 
this district, whose name and ad- 
dress together with the name of 
other members of the Board, are 
given below for their convenience.

Many fields this year have been 
badly affected with the pale West. 
erncutworm. and much crop has 
been damaged, It is far too late 
now to do anything about this 
present crop for the only way to 
control this insect is to take certain 
precautions withthe summerfallow 
the year before the crop is seeded, 

All work on fields that are being 
summerfallowed this year should 
stop not later than the first of 
August, and the fields then should 
be left completely undisturbed 
until the middle of Septemher. No 
cattle or stock should be permitt- 
ed to walk on the fields, All this 
so that the rains which fall may 
form a crust on the summerfallow 
which will make the land unsuit- 
able for egg-laying by the cut- 
worm moths, If no eggs are laid 
in the fall, then the field will be 
reasonably free from cutworms 
the following year. 

This is the advice given by Gov- 
ernment experts who have spent 
many years in the careful study of 
the life habits of the pale Western 
cutworm, and who have made 
many experiments with the con- 
trol of the insect, For several 
years I tried this control method 
on my own summerfallow, and I 
found it prevents much damage,

Cabbage Caterpillars 
Controlled By Dusting 


Dusting with arsenate of lead 
and hydrated lime is the most wide 
ly recommended remedy for the 
velvety green: caterpillar, also 
known as the imported cabbage 
worm, which feeds on cabbages and 
cauliflower, eating large circular 
holes in the leaves and at times bor- 
ing into the centre of the plants. 
One part of the poison, atates Alan 
G. Dustan, Division of Entomology, 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, should be mixed with eight 
parte of bydrated lime and dusted 


on the plants in the early morning 
or late evening when the leaves are 
wet with dew. Particular attention 
tion should be paid to the central 
portions of the cabbages and cauli- 
Hower as the caterpillars prefer to 
feed there. Two or three applica- 
tions should be made as required, 
aare being taken to apply the dust 
immediately feeding becomes 
evident.
